The developments today showed that 
the application made for the assistance 
of the sheriff was merely for the purpose 
of covering what was intended to be a 
coup de main on the part of the Carne- 
gie company in clandestinely introducing 
a body of Pinkerton detectives into the 
mill enclosure. The detectives, too, had 
been in rendezVous some five or six miles 
below the city on the Ohio river, at 
which point two model barges had been 
prepared for them, 


CARNEGIE’S PROTECSED TUBS, 


They Were Vixed Up for a Siege, with Heavy 
Steel Plating. 

Pittsburg, July 6.—The barges were of 
the best build and were used in shipping 
iron raila down the river from the Carnegie 
mills at Braddock. The holds were fitted 
up with bunks, cooking arrangements and 
other accommodations and as an extra pre- 
caution, as in preparation for the siege 
to which they were subjected today, were 
lined with heavy steel plates on the inside, 
while the whole back deck wis protected in 
a similar manner. It was the intention 
that the men should reach the works about 
8 o'clock this morning, but the guards who 
were on duty along the river got word of 
the threatened invasion of the hated Pinker- 
ton men and prepared to receive them. The 
barges were towed up the river by a tow- 
boat, but long before the Pinkerton men 
reached Homestead +thousands of strikers 
had gathered on the banks of the river 
ready to give them a warm welcome. 


THE FIRST BATTLE. 


Pinkertons Fire Upon the Men in an En- 
deavor to Land. 

Pittsburg, July 6.—When the boats at- 
tempted to land the workmen broke through 
the fence surrounding the mill, and en- 
trenching themselves behind piles of steel 
billets, prepared to resist the landing of 
the detectives. 

By 4 o’clock in the morning an effort 
was made to land the detectives, but the 
strikers met them and a fierce battle was 
precipitated, both sides exchanging a heavy 
volley. of. .. ‘The. detectives. were all 
armed with "Winchester rifles, but at the 
point where the attempt to land was made 
was a steep embankment and they were 
compelled to go in single file and were soon 
driven back to the boats by the steady fire 
from the shore. 

The noise of the battle spread about the 
borough like wild fire, and thousands of 
men, women and children thronged to the 
river bank to witness the fight in progress. 
The Pinkerton men were determined to 


land and fired volley after volley into the 


ranks of the strikers, many of whom were 
stricken down by bullets, some of them be- 
ing fatally injured and others killed out- 
right. 

Behind the Breastworks. 

As the battle p-ogressed the strikers took 
up & position behind the breastworks hastily 
constructed of steel 1ails and billets and 
from this place of safe refuge were able 
to pick off the detectives as soon as they 
appeared on the decks of the boats. 

Meanwhile Captain Hynd and Superin- 
tendent Kline, of the Pinkerton men, were 
disabled and the fire was so fierce that the 
crew of the towboat hastily cut loose from 
the barge and steamed up the river, carry- 
ing as many of the wounded as they could 
reach to Braddock, from which point they 
were sent’ down to hospitals for treatment 
at Pittsburg. Seven of the force were 
thus cared for, while the strikers that fell 
wounded were carried to their homes at 
Homestead, the dead being taken to the 
morgue and undertaking rooms in town. 


ATTEMPT TO BURN THE BOATS = g 


By Throwing Qil Upon Them and Igniting. 


It—Dynamite Brought Into ina . 
Pittsburg, July 6.—When it was foun 
that little impression could be made by can- 
non on the boats, an effort was made to 
fire the barges, and thus compel the de 


-tectives to leave the vessels or suffer the ter- 


rible fate of being burned alive. Hose 
was procured and-oil was spouted on the 
sides and decks of the barges, and while 
this was being done barrel after barrel of 
it was emptied into the river above the 
mooring place, the object being to allow it 
to float against the boats and ignite it. 
This terrible ‘deed was attempted several 
times, but the boats did not burn, and then 
the mob became infuriated and hurled 
dynamite bombs at the vessels with great

REINFORCEMENTS FOR THE MEN. 


Thousands of Armed Workingmen from 
Pittsburg Go to Homestead. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 6.—News of the riot 
reached Pittsburg as early as 6 o'clock in 
the morning and thousands of mill hands, 
all of whom are now idle, pending confer 
ence on the scale, congregated in the streets, 
while hundreds of others, armed with guns 
and revolvers and well supplied with am- 
munition took up the line of march te 
reinforce the strikers. 

Cannon Firing on the Barges. 

As soon as day broke, the strikers secured 
a small brass ten-powunder cannon and 
planted it within the steel billet embrasure, 
so as to command the barges, which were 
moored at the bank of the river. At the 
same time a force of more than a thousand 
men took up a position on the opposite side of 
the river and also planted a cannon, which 
they protected with a breastwork of rail- 
road iron. A fire from both sides was kept 
7 the barges having been pierced along- 

s 


Shortly before 9 o’clock the cannon was 
trained on the boats and for several hours 
an awful bombardment was kept up. The 
stout oaken timbers forming the sides of 
the boat were splintered, but steel plates on 
the inside prevented balls from penetrating 


the interior. Many of the strikers, how- 


ever, were expert marksmen and they sent 
shot after shot into portholes in the bows 
and inflicted terrible injury to the impris- 
oned men, 


SURRENDER OF THE PINKERTONS. 


They Leave Their Guns on Board the Barges 
and File Before the Victors. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 6.—At 6 o’clock the 
Pinkerton men hung out agother white flag 
and this time it was res ed and a com- 
mittee of the strikers weht aboard to pro- 
pose terms of capitulation. They guaran- 
teed sufe conduct for the Pinkertens pro- 
vided they left their arms and ammunition 
behind and agreed to leave the place under 
guard. 

The detectives had no alternative and 
promptly accepted the terms, some of the 
men saying that it was the first time that 
they had ever submitted to such a humiliat- 
ing surrender. When an inspection of the 
boats was made it was found that seven 
of the Pinkerton men had been killed and 
twenty or thirty wounded, many of them 
so badly that they will die. 

As they were brought from the boat they 
presented a terrible appearance. Many 
were besmeared with blood; while all of 
them showed signs of exhaustion from the 
the long confinement in close quarters be- 
tween the deck. 


BEATING THE PRISONERS, 


The Angry Mob.Treat the Pinkertons Most 
Unmercifully. 

Pittsburg, July 6.—The most shocking and 
dastardly deeds, however, were committed 
while the prisoners were being escorted 
through the streets by the escort of sani 
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m 
lined the streets on both sides, As th 
men passed by, each in charge of two depu- 
ties, the mill men and their friends kicked 
them and threw some of them down. The 
unfortunate detectives begged for mercy. 
Some of them had pistol shot wounds in 
their heads and three were seen that had 
their eyes shot out. Several were shot in 
the shoulders, arms and legs and could 
scarcely limp along. Blood wns running 
in streams down their shirts and they 
fairly yelled with pain. Fully thirty in- 
jured men were taken to the town hall. 
One of them had his eye punched out by 
an umbrella in the hands of a woman. 
Sand was thrown in their eyes and they 
were struck with clubs and other missiles. 
Many were knocked jown with clubs and 
trampled upon,.and some were too weak to 
tea when they were started for the gown 

ll. 

The mill men used the stocks of their rifles 
and struck the detectives over the head and 
shoulders, inflicting serious, and in some 
cases, perhaps, fatal injuries. 

Pinkertons Salute the Flag. 

As the procession reached the Amalga- 
mated Association building the detectives 
had to remove their hats and salute the 
flag. When they removed their hats: men 
and women hit them with umbrellas and 
sticks and abused them in every way imagi- 
nable. There seemed to be a determina- 
tion to kill the prisoners, and it was with 
the greatest difficulty that the demon-like 
crowd could be restrained. 

The men were finally lodged in the opera 
house, where they were to be kept for the 
night. 

Thousands, however, gathered around 
the building and the wounded men were 
kept in a constant state of terror, and it 
was long before their wounds could be 
dressed. 


BURNING THE BOATS 


Oll Poured Upon the Decks of the Barges 
and Fired. : 

Pittsburg, July 6—After the prisoners 
had been removed from the barges the 
rioters had their revenge. ‘They carried oil 
into the holds, poured it over the bedding 
and furniture and then set it on fire, first 
securing the barges so that they could not 
float down the river and cause damage at 
points Below. 

When the flames broke through the decks 
the cheers which rent the air were deafen- 
ing, and the noise could be heard miles 
away.

THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. 


He Became Enraged When Fired Upon, and 
Returned the Compliment. 2 
Pittsburg, July 6—Captain Wishart, of 
the steamer Little Bill, which towed the 
barges to Homestead, in the course of his 
story about today’s event, said: : 
“When we reached Brown’s landing 
near the salt works, the workmen sounded 
the town. They 
ured out of their houses as quickly as 
remen at the sound of a fire alarm. We 
made the landing at the works without 
trouble. Captain Rogers was standing on 
one: of the barges and Superintendent Pot- 
ter was by my side at the wheel. It was 
now about 4:30 o’clock, and was daylight. 
“The Pinkertons pouring out upon 
the forecastle of rge as soon as we 
landed, and many of them started up the 
banks towards the works. Only about 
twenty of them carried rifles, though I 
suppose they were thoroughly armed with 
revolvers, There wre rifles enough for 
all of them and to spfire, but for some rea- 
son they did not ca em. 

The first shot, I can take my oath, was 
fired by a workman; I saw it fired. It came 
right up against the gang plank and was 
aimed at a Pinkerton: I could identify the 
man who fired it. Then the firing heeame 
general and bullets came very uncomforta- 
bly near and thick about the pilot house. 
I never was so mad in my life and I seized 
one of two rifles that were leaning by my 
side and emptied its contents into the crowd. 
Then I took a turn at the other gun. I 
was not mixed up in the strike in any 
way and had nothing to do with the 
Pinkertons or the Carnegie people and I 
did not want to be made a target of. 

“When the firing censed we took aboard 
the wounded and steamed up to Port Perry 
with them. Superintendent Potter accom- 
panied us to i’ort Perry and returned to 
the city with the wounded men. When we 
started down between 10 and 11 o’clock the 
entire population seemed to be laying for 
us) along the bank and bullets rained 
through all parts of the boat. One shot 
struck the wheel and I could feel it jerk. 
A window glass was riddled anda ball which 
struck the whistle was coming right for 
me. I fell on the floor @f the pilot house. 
By thig time we were site the works 
and missiles of all d tions were rain- 
ing in upon us from both sides of the river.” 

“It got so uncomfortably warm that I was 
compelled to abandon the wheel and steer 
the boat from the engine room, where I 
was better protected by machinery. I 
only remained in the_emgine room for a 
short distance, when I again returned to 
the cabin. They shot at us from every di- 
rection, and at the Homestead bridge men 
were in wait for us on abutments, They 
fired down upon us through the roof and 
kept peppering away at us after we had 

assed. Everybody took a crack at us for 
uck and it was a miracle that we were not 
shot as full of holes as a seive. One ball 
just grazed my belt and another passed be- 
tween my legs. I guess it was luck.” . 

en informed that bulletins at the 
newspaper offices reported him as amon 
the killed the captain dryly remarked: “ 
believe that is a mistake.’ 

Numbers on Hand, 


The boat was a sight when she reached 
the wharf at the fuot of Wood street at 
noon and hundreds of people were there to 
Everybody wanted relics of the 
skirmish and dozens of bullets were dug 
out of the wood work. Many of the rifle 
balls passed through all the partitions and 
out the opposite side. From the number 
and position of bullet holes in the pilot 
house it is impossible to sce how Captain 
Wishart escaped. The ball which struck 
the whistle was certainly fired from at least 
a forty-five caliber and it tore a ragged 
piece out of the metal as large as a sil- 
ver guarter. The great variety in the size 
of the bullet holes in the boat indicated 
that a great assortment of all weapons 
had been used in the battle. The bloody 
cots upon which the wounded men had lain 
while being taken to Port Perry attracted 
much attention. John T. McCurdy, an 
Allegheny policeman, who was shot through 
the groin on the Little Bill, was brought 
down to the city and taken to the Alleghe- 
ny general hospital. He was employed to 
help make the trip by Captain Rogers, 
owner of the boat. He was shot on the 
return trip. — 


CONSULTATION UF LEADERS, 


Ex-President Weihe Arrives at Homestead. 
Arrival of Reinfércements. 
Homestead, Pa., July 6.—Eix-Presitent 
Weihe, of the Amalgamated association ar- 
rived at the scene of battle about 2:20 o’clock 
this afternoon and at once went into consul- 
tation with the leaders at Amalgamated head- 
quarters. Mr. Wethe was accompanied by 
forty iron workers from Birmingham, Ala. 
They came not to work, but to get an idea of 
the situation and if possible render aid to 

the locked out Homesteaders. 

During the afternoon fully 5,000 men walked 
into Homestead over the Pittsburg, Virginia 
and Charleston raflroad. eame from the 
south side of Pittsburg, and many of them 
were armed.

Looting the Boat. 

Then began a strange scene. The strikers 
crowded the boat, capturing rifles and steal- 
ing and looting everything. . They were mad 
with rage. The first man taken off the barge 
was dying, shot through the side. Then one 
by one the strikers followed in charge of an 
alleged guard, each man carrying a valise. 
The guards carried Winchesters taken from 
the Pinkertons. Six Pinkertons were reported 
as killed and many were dangerously wound- 
ed. The guards took the men to the rink. 
There were 209 of them and probably two- 
thirds of them were beaten brutally by the 
time they reached the improvised jail. They 
were compelled to run a gauntlet composed 
of men and women. They were knocked with 
stones, struck with clubs, kicked almost into 
insensibility and otherwise mistreated. 

The Miserable Prisoners. 

When they reached the improvised fail, 
medical attention was needed by a ‘large num- 
ber. They were generally glad, however, 
that they were not killed. None expected to 
leave Homestead alive. They claim that they 
were miserably. misied and that they came 
from different towns, and were strangers to 
one another, and Lad been told they were 
wanted as watthmea. Inu proof of this, eacn 
guard wore a badge with the inscription, 
“Watchman, Carnegie Steel Co., limited.’’ 
They were huddled in the rink absolutely 
terror stricken, fearing lynching from the im- 
mense crowd of people gathered outside. 
There seems little danger of this, however, as 
they are Pp hong by fifty of the locked out 
men armed with Winchesters. 

He Talked for His Life. 

Among the scenes and Incidents attending 
the surrender and landing of the discomfited 
detectives from the barges, one especially 
worthy of note, shows the bravery and cool- 
ness of one Pinkerton man, As he reached 
the river’s bank With his companions, they 
were cesaiied from all sides by the angry 
crowd. In a shower of stones and missiles of 
all kinds, this man separated himself from the 
others and begged for a hearing. In the 
sileace which followed, he said: 

“Pellow citizens: When I came here I did 
not urd-'stand the situation or | would have 
never come. I was told I was to meet and 
deat with foreigners. I had no idea that I was 
to figit American citizens. I am a member of 
a uulion order and I appeal for permission to 
a ie and get myself Sut of this terrible af- 

air.’”’

Frick Did Not Retura: - 


Pittsburg, July 6.—This evening a lengthy 
secret conference was held between Chris L, 
Magee, H. C. Frick, Sheriff McCleary, W. J. 

At its conclusion a 
special train was made up and the party, ex- 
cepting Frick, went to Homestead. The ob- 
ject of their mission is unknown, but it is 
thought that they intend to bring the Pink- 
erton men to the city. 

A dispatch just received at 11 o’clock, says 
one of the detectives died in the lockup this 
evening from the effects of injuries received 
on the mareh from the boat to. the jail. 
Another is expected to die before morning. 

Secretary Lovejoy, of the Carflegie Steel 
Company, when asked what the company was 
going to do, said:

One of the most noticeable features of the 
trouble so far has been that not a dollar’s 
worth of the property of the company 
been destroyed by the strikers, and no attempt 
has been made to do 80.

Still at Work, 
THWARTING THE. WILL OF THE FEOPLE, 


The Committee on Rules Takes @ 
Hand, 


AND NOTIFY THE OBSTRUCTIONISTS 


That a Vote Will Be Forced Upon Them 
if They Do Not Abandon Their 
Present Tactics, 


Washington, July 6.—(Special.)—Silver 
will not down in the house, though the 
goldbugs fight it with viciousness when 
ever its head peeps above the surface. 

Today the gold men, led by Mr. Tracy 
and Mr. Fitch, of New York, carried the 
fight rather too far, and tomorrow they 
will have to retreat from their position 
or else suffer a repulse. 

Frilibustering Begins. 

As on yesterday, when the speaker laid 
the senate silver bill before the house 
for reference to a committee, these men 
immediately commenced filibustering tac- 
ties. Mr.-Tracy first moved to refer the 
bill to the banking and currency Ccom- 
mittee, instead of to the committee on 
coinage, to which it properly belonged. 
That was a test vote of the sentiment of 
the house. The silver men showed up 153 
votes and the antis 43. Mr. Tracy then 
mover to reconsider, which was voted 
down. Then he moved to adjourn. That 
was defeated on a yea and nay vote, and 
the goldbugs followed that with all the 
filibustering motions allowed under the 
rules, which are two-—a _ recess 
motion to different times, and two motions 
to adjourn to specified days. The motions 
can be followed by a motion to adjourn, 
and when that is defeated it can be de 
feated. In other words, a dozen men can 
block all business of the house, unless the 
committee on rules brings in an order to 
dispose of the pending matter. On a re- 
port from the committee on rules but two 
dilatory motions are allowable under the 
rules, but a report from that committee 
is a last resort, and naturally the leaders 
do not like to resort to that power ex- 


cept in extreme cases. 
When Mr..Tracy and the other anti- 


free coinage men continued filibustering, 
it became evident that the day would be 
wasted and Mr. McCreary brought in a 
conference on the consular and diplomatic 


‘Di, which consumed ‘the afterridon, leay- 


ing the referetice of the silver bill just 
where it was when the house met. 

The tactics resorted to to prevent the free 
coinage bill going to the committee blocks 
all businesg of the house except the con- 
sideration of conference reports. No bill 
passed by the senate can be referred until 
that is out of the way.

AN UNSEEN - DUEL WITH SWORDS. 


A Strange Story of Three Years Ago Has 
an Interesting Sequel—A Horse- 
man’s Wild Ride. 


Smithville, Ga. July 4—(Special.)— 
There is no gloomier spot, at nightfall, in 
the state, than the swamp in the vicinity 
of the old covered bridge known as Wright s 
bridge on the road from Smithville to 
Bronwood. This bridge spans a black 
and sullen stream, which reminds one of 


the lines in “Eugene Aram’”— 
A sluggish water, black as ink, 
The depth was so extreme. 


Skirting the stream, and leading to the 
gloomy bridge, ‘with its weather beaten 
sides, is a road where the fine and spark- 
ling sand gleams like snow in the moon- 
light, which streams in the rifts through 
the meeting trees, that seek to strangle it 
in the shadow of the dense foilage. The 
belated traveler on this road hears noth- 
ing, as he nears the bridge, save the 
solemn splash of the waters as they curve 
around sharp rocks, and the screech of the 
owl, whose “ancient, solitary reign” he 
has molested with unwarranted | intrusion. 
And yet—the silence seems thrilled with 
innumerable voices that fall weirdly upon 
the ear. 

But to the story: Three years ago, while 
driving over this covered bridge at mid- 
night, a traveler was startled to — hear 
voices, close to his side, although, in the 
darkness, he could distinguish nothing. In 
his story, whch was published in the news- 
papers at that time, he said that from 
the sound of the voices, and what followed, 
he was satisfied that there was a tragedy 
being rehearsed that 
shielding bridge, which ha 
the supernatural in it. 

Ht stopped his horse just at the entrance 
to the bridge, and listened. The voices were 
inarticulate, but their tones were those of 
rage; and suddenly, just in front of him, he 
heard the clashing of swords, then a heavy 
fall to the ground; then the dragging away 
of a body by unseen hands; a dull splash in 
the dark waters below, galloping of horse, 
and—silence. 

This was the traveler’s story, and, of 
course, it was not believed. But now, 
comes the sequel: 

other man, who had never heard the 
story just related, was riding over the 
same spot Friday night. His horse shied 
as it neared the bridge, and refused to 
cross the stream. Then, the same voices 
were heard; the same rattle of swords 
drawn from their scabbards; the same 
dragging away of the body—the same splash 
in the stream. 

The man who heard these ghostly_ sounds, 
and faced this midnignt drama, ‘half-dead 
with fright, finally urged his horse across 
the fatal bridge and the animal dashed 
foaming into Smithville at daybreak, its 
rider having scarcely breath enough to tell 
his story. 

Now, what was it—what is it? Some 
say nothing but imagination; others, that 
a murder was committed near the spot 
years ago, before Georgia was thickly set- 
tled, and that the unusual sounds are the 
result of that murder, Certain it is a ghost- 
ly influence overshadows that old bridge; 
and agg if the black stream below coul 
speak, it “could a tale unfold’’ which would

Welsh was sent here: from Taylor 
county for safe-keeping. He is charged with 
murder. This is the first case of fever 
that has developed in jail here this year, 
and while Welsh has been quite ill, he is 
able to get up and walk about a little now, 
and in a few days will be strong again.

Macon, Ga., July 6.—(Sppcial.)\—The

In fact, the filing of it was news to me;

such bill was an absolute necessity, and I 
looked for the filing of such a bill, either on 
the part of those who are hostile to the in- 
terests of the Central Railroad and Bank-

“As I understand the bill, the Central 
railroad’ sets up that. the Richmond and 
Danville people have turned it loose, after 
its eight’ months’ control, like the rind of 
an orange thrown away after the juice has 
been extracted. 

“Lhe Kichmond and Danville has taken 
its entire revenues for that time, as well 
as the revenues of the Ocean Steamship 
Company and ‘its other dependencies, and, 
when it threw up the. road, left only its 
current expenses as a legacy. In this state 
of its finances, and before it has had time 
to recuperate its energies, the interest on 
its bonded indebtedness and its fixed charges 
is unable to meet these obligations. It is

in legal parlance insolvent, but, intrinsi- 
cally, its ag She are abundantly able 
to carry its fixed charges. At least, upon 
a& proper reorganization, the interest of its 
stockholders, as well as of its creditors, can 
be preserved. 

“he Central comes into court and upon 
equities very much in the nature of a bill 
of interpleader confesses its inability to 
meet its obligations at this time, and shows 
that the preservation of the great railroad 
system represented by it, for the benefit 
of all its creditors and for the people of 
the southern seaboard is of vital im- 
portance, and asks the court to administer 
the entire property for the benefit of all 
concerned. 

“Upon this statement of facts it would 
seem apparent that if-the road was dis- 
charged from the receivership under the 
Clarke bill, it would-only be to have the 
system torn asunder and its chief value 
destroyed by petty litigations which would 
spring up in the several different states 
into which the system extends. By making 
all the creditors parties, everybody inter- 
ested in the road will be brought before the 
court and a scheme of. reorganization just 
and aquitable to all interests can be per- 
fected.” 

Will Work for the Old Central. 


“The fact that the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Compan of New York, the estate 
of Moses Taylor and other creditors of the 
Central, owning some ten million dollars 
of claims against it, have requested the 
speenimens of Mr. Comer, under this bill, 
shows that the solid capitalists of the 
north will work together for the rehabili- 
tation of the old Central. These people 
were the old friends of the Central in times 
gone by. 

“My client, Mr. Hesseltine, owns some 
thirty thousand dollars of Central railroad 
stock, and when he joined Mrs. Clarke in 
her bill he did not do so with the expecta- 
tion that the breaking of the lease would 
put the Central back in the same position 
that she was in before the Danville people 
took possession. It was a step taken to 
save his interests from what he_ believed 
to be the inevitable consequences of the 
wreck of the Terminal and Danville com- 
panies, which was imminent at the time 
of the filing of the Clarke bill. We feel 
that we have accomplished something, in 
that we have saved the Central from the 
maelstrom which has followed in the wake 
of the sinking Terminal system. 

“Undoubtedly, the stockholders of the 
Central will have to suffer some, but bet- 
ter this than absolute ruin. 

“Under a. fair reorganization all the in- 
terests can be protected, and under a re 
cecivership filed on a bill of this sort, money 


can be borrowed to keep the system in good 


working order until such a reorganization 
can be had.” 


MR. CLYDE’S MOTIVE. 


One Is Assigned, but It May Bes Mis- 
take. 

It was reported some days ago in New York 
that W. P. Clyde, who stands in the way of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. reorganizing the Ter- 
minal, was acting in the interest of the Penn- 
syivania road. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co. used to be the great 
financial friends of the Pennsylvania, but 
within the last year have assisted the Phila- 
delphia and Reading. This, it is said, was 
resented by the Pennsylvania which, more- 
over, fears that if Drexel, Morgan & Co. take 
control of the. Richmond Terminal’s propér- 
ties they will work traffic with the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Reading. Now the 
Richmond and Danville is working with the 
Pennsylvania chiefly. Mr. Spencer is an old 
Baltimore and Ohio maa. President Oakman 
was formerly with the Jersey Central which 
is now one of-the Reading’s leased lines: 

A combination between the Danville and the 
Baltimore and Cin and the Reading would 
force the Pennsyivinia to work with the Sea- 
Doard Air-Line, and would give this part of 
the south two very strong trunk lines. The 
Pennsylvania is of more service to.the Dan- 
ville than the Baltimore and Ohio would be. 
The Danville would like to play both lines. 
Physical connection is heing made at Washing- 
ton. between the Danville and the Baltimore 
and Ohio and in the event a traffic alliance is 
formed between them there will be no trouble 
about exchanging business. 

What Will the Lawyers Get? 


The lawyers are wondering what effect this 
last permanent receivership which the Central 
has fallen into will have onthe fees of thé 
lawyers who figured in the original bill. 

It was conceded that Messrs. Rountree, 
Lamb Perry, Marion Erwin and Major Bacon 
would divide a good round sum between them.

MARRIAGE OF CAPTAIN KELL’S DAUGHTER 


A Hare Social Occasion in Sunnyside—The 
Macon Brokers Return—The South- 
ern Cadets’ Dlection. 


Macon, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)}—The trial 
of Willie Bell still continues to attract con- 
siderable interest in the superior court of 
this county. 

This morning the boy’s father and mother 
were put upon the stand and displayed a 
most singular lack of unanimity as to the 
respective ages of their family. 

The main point made by the defense is 
that the defendant is under fourteen years 
of age. His mother testified that he was 
born on March 9, 1879, and that he was 
her fifth child, her oldest child being only 
between fifteen and sixteen years of age. 
Nor were there any twins in the family. 

The father, who was next put upon the 
stand, and who was present in court when 
his wife testified, corrected this statement 
and swore that the oldest child was be- 
tween sixteen and seventeen years of age, 
~— makes the thing a little more pos- 
sible. 

The evidence was all in by the time of 
adjournment at the dinner hour. Up to 
this time it looked very much as if the 
prosecution had the best of the _ fight, 
though Messrs. Dessau, Jones & Dasher 
and Grace are making a strong fight to 
save their client from the gallows. 

Captain J. L. Hardeman opens for the 
prosecution this afternoon and it is very 
probable that a conclusion, if not a verdict, 
will be rendered before adjournment.

ears of age, was arrested and was. sent 

y Recorder Calhoun to the stockade for 
thirty days. When he reached the stockade 
he was shackled and put to work on the 
farm. In a short time the boy was taken 
down with the measles. Lack of proper 
medical attention ‘and suitable nourishment 
gave full play to the disease and when the 
boy was turned out at the expiration of 
his sentence he was a physical wreck. 

There was no home to which he could go, 
for his parents were d and there was 
no relative to give him shelter. So about 
the streets the weak and suffering boy wan- 
dered until he could wander no more. 
policeman found him in a dying condition 
and took him to the Grady hospital. 

“We did all we could to save the boy’s 
life,” said Dr. Fensch yesterday to a Con- 
stitution reporter, “but our efforts were in 
vain. We kept him alive for two weeks 
on milk punch and brandy, but the founda- 
tion was e and there was no upon 
which to build. It is a sad case. have 
written to his folks about his death.
